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A Code Comp lete 
With Loop holes 


A new code of conduct forbidding govern­ 
ment emp loy es from using their official statu» 
for p rivate gam may be a help ful guide for 
conscientious workers. 
But it may be too 
flexible to accomp lish much with those looking 
for loop holes. 
Note the general language. The code say * 
that no emp loy e “may solicit or accep t directly 
or indirectly any thing of economic value as a 
gift, gratuity or favor which might reasonably 
be interp reted by others as being of such nature 
that it could affect his imp artiality , from any 
p erson, corp oration or group ." 
The catch is in the words *‘of economic 
value.” Is a fruit cake or a bottle of whisky or 
some gadget received as 
a Christmas gift of 
lufficicnt “economic value” to affect the im­ 
p artiality of the emp loy e? May be not, but there 
have been instances of p ublic emp loy es receiv­ 
ing as many as 100 gifts at Christmas. 
The economic value of such an accumulation 
can be considerable. What is the government 
emp loy e to do—refuse even the small gift? The 
code isn’t p recise on that p oint. 
He IS forbidden to accep t a gift “that might 
reasonably be interp reted by others” as affect­ 
ing his imp artiality . But who is to know what 
imerp reUtion “others” will p ut up on any gift 
in d, indeed, what is a reasonable interp retation? 
Wouldn’t it have been better to have banned 


a ll gifts?

New Balanced Defense Theory Will Be Costly

TWe news p olicy of this Administration is neither 
wise nor efficient. It will not last long, k will only 
stimulate good rep orting which has long been absent, 
p articularly from WMhington. 
Secrecy leads to rumors and guesses. Congressman 
Pelly of Waiiibington ask« l to be furmsbed with the 
names of American firms seeking exp ort licenses to 
deal with Soviet countries. Such data is available m 
the Dep artment of Commerce. I quote Rep resentative 
Pelly 
A 
“While my request has not as y et been formally 
^acknowledged, I do know the nature of the rep ly I 
shall receive. When Secretary Hodge* ap p eared before 
the House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committee 
on July U, an op p ortunity was p re s e ro for me to 
p ersonally ask about the matter, and the Secretary 
stated that the decision had been made not to disclose 
the names of any finns doing business with the 
Kremlin.” 


Why the secrecy ? 
Do the firms in this btMincM need pro tectio n 
fro m bo y ccHt o r may hem? If it Is a s hftd a t a ll 
tha t, why wo uld they wa a t to do bo ttncM wHh 
So v iet co witrie« ? If Amcrtca mi a re a th a n ^ to do 
busia eM with Iro a Curta ift co wtrlef. they sho uld 
Bo t do it. 


It must be aaid that the p olicy of secrecy is at least 
10 y oars old. 
K did not onginate in the K« inedy 
Adminiatration. But that does not alter the fact that 
we are dealing with it now and a decision concerning 
k needs to be made now. It will be recalled that when 
Mikoy an c« n e to this country , he 
wined and dined 
by iUnerican businessmen and bankers. The business­ 
men were kxAmg for cdkracts and undoubtedly some 
got some. 
The excuse generally given is that p ermits are only 
given for non-strategic m a te ria ls term hardly defin­ 
able Ml this age of total war. Is wheat non-strategic? 
Qanada diip e enormous quantities of wheat to Red 
China. No kern can be strategically more imp ortant 
because Red Oima is going through a p eriodical 
tomim. Doea Canada, for a p rofit, wish to keep Mao 
Tze-ha^’s r^ im e in office? Even if it is true that 
b um a a ba a no conscience, it ia also tn ie that nations 
ean go imder by making fundamental mistakes in 
p olicy . 
There can be no excuse for the WaWier-mouth m 
any dep wtoient, as there can be none for the iiKliscreet 
boaster or the homoeexual who is subject to blackmail. 
Neverthelees. a broad, general sup p ression of informa­ 
tion does not succeed. It can only lead to rumor and 
^lesaing. 


During certa in perkx b o f 
ttie Ro o sev elt Adminis­ 
tra tio n, it wa s ea sier to g et a ccura te info rma tio n 
co ncerning the Administra tio n fro m Lo ndo n ttia n in 
Wa shing to n. 


It may be recalled that we were told that nothing 
of a secret nature was concluded at the Potsdam Con­ 
ference. Also, it may be recalled that the reason World 
War II started was that Germany and Russia invaded 
Poland. At the conversation between Stalin and Harry 
Hop kins on May 27. 1945, the Top Secret document to 
our government stated: 
“ It is therefore in Russia’s vital interest that 
Poland should be txkh strong and friendly . He (Stalin) 
said there was no intorniai on the p art of the Soviet 
Union to interfere in Poland’s internal affairs, that 
Poland would live under the p arliamentary sy stem 
which is like Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Holland and 
that any talk of an intention to Sovietize Poland was 
stup id . . . . The Soviet sy stem was not exp ortable— 
It must develop from within on the basis of a set ^ 
conditions which were not p resent in Poland. He said 
all the Soviet Union wanted was that Poland should 
|Anot be in a p osition to op en the gates to Germany and 
™ n order to p revent this Poland must be strong and 
democratic.” 


We know today from the course of evento that 
Stalin was ly ing. We know that even at ttiat time, 
Stalin was organizing to make Poland a satellite 
and that Marshal Rokossovsky was delegated to 
take cMitrol of Poland. 


Admiral Zacharias, one (rf the greatest intelligence 
officers we have ever had, rep orted: 
“Here again we failed to recognize a major engage­ 
ment in the cold war, for the Rokossovaky ap p oUitment 
was toe first step in a p remeditated move to dep loy 
toe Soviet forces for the showdown. 
The Grange 
assignment of a Russian marshal to ciMiimand a 
nominally alien army was, indeed, by far toe most 
imp ortant show of Stalin’s hand.” 
Rep orters at the time evaluated what they could 
learn of this differently , but it is p referable to have 
duTering rep orts than rwrne at all.

Vietnam. A conventional resp onse 
—the disp atch of American ground 
troofMi to Laos — was very scr- 
i(Kisly considered by President 
Eiscnlujwer. It is p robably going 
to p rove tragically unfortunate 
that this Eisenhower p lan was 
not carried out by President Ken­ 
nedy . 
But neither President 
Eisen- 
hovker, nor his Secretary of De­ 
fense, nor any one else in his Ad­ 
ministration. ever gave the re­ 
motest consideration to defcnuling 
Southeast Asia in the manner cal­ 
led for by the “new look” theory

bombs. 
Meanwhile, the shortage of avail­

It is intended to p rovide the 
means for a rational, measured 
resp onse to any kind of challenge, 
all the way from a local guerrilla 
p robe to a Soviet thermonuclear 
strike. 
The best p roirf that the balanced 
defense theory does not down­ 
grade or neglect the ultimate 
weap ons is to be found in the im­ 
mense amount of attention p aid

It may be smart to relax or

The sy stem ad­ 
justs to toe heat faster with nor­ 
mal activity or light exercise. 
The salt requirements in torrid 
weather are influenced by our 
adjusting mechanism. Most of us 
get along with normal amounts 
unless we are working hard and 
p ersp iring p rofusely . The need 
for sak lessens as toe p erson

Persp iration is loaded with salt 
during the first sizzling day s but 
the amount lessens as we become 
accust(mied to the heat.

Three defense witnesses also 
took the stand. They included 
John D. Bushby, district engineer 
for the SRC: Gewge E. Geary, 
assi.stant district engineer, and 
Dewey R. Williamson, superinten­ 
dent for the Cumberland Con­ 
tracting Company. 
Originally, the plaintiffs filed a 
bill of complaint seeking a man­ 
datory injunction and damages 
from the defendants.

A Code Complete 
With Loopholes 


A new code of conduct forbidding govern­ 
ment employes from using their official statue 
for private gain may be a helpful guide for 
conscientious workers. 
But it may be too 
flexible to accomplish much with those looking 
for loopholes. 
Note the general language. The code says 
that no employe 4 may solicit or accept directly 
or indirectly anything of economic value as a 
gift, gratuity or favor which might reasonably 
be interpreted by others as being of such nature 
that it could affect his impartiality, from any 
person, corporation or group.’’ 
The catch is in the words “of economic 
value.” Is a fruit cake or a bottle of whisky or 
some gadget received as a Christmas gift of 
sufficient ‘’economic value” to affect the im­ 
partiality of the employe? Maybe not, but there 
have been instances of public employes receiv­ 
ing as many as IOO gifts at Christmas. 
The economic value of such an accumulation 
can be considerable. What is the government 
employe to do—refuse even the small gift? The 
code isn’t precise on that point. 
He is forbidden to accept a gift “that might 
reasonably be interpreted by others” as affect­ 
ing his impartiality. But who is to know what 
interpretation “others” will put upon any gift 
and, indeed, what is a reasonable interpretation? 
Wouldn’t it have been better to have banned 
all gifts?

Too Match Secrecy 


The news policy of this Administration is neither 
wise nor efficient. It will not last long. It will only

If American* are ashamed to do 
business with Iron Curtain countries, they should 
not do It. 


It must be said that the policy of secrecy is at least 
IO years old. 
It did not originate rn the Kennedy 
Administration. But that does not alter the fact that 
we are dealing with it now- and a decision concerning 
ft needs to be made now . It will be recalled that when 
Mikoyan came to this country, he was wined and dined 
by American businessmen and bankers The business­ 
men were looking for contracts and undoubtedly some 
got some. 
The excuse generally given is that permits are only 
given for norv-strategic material—a term hardly defin­ 
able rn this age of total war. Is wheat non strategic? 
Qanada ships enormous quantities of wheat to Red 
China. No item can be strategically more important 
because Red China is going through a periodical 
famine. Does Canada, for a profit, wish to keep Mao 
TwMung's regime in office? 
Even if it is true that 
business has no conscience, it is also true that nations 
can go under by making fundamental mistakes in 
policy. 
There can be no excuse for the blabber-mouth in 
any department, as there can be none for the indiscreet 
boaster or the homosexual who is subject to blackmail. 
Nevertheless, a broad, general suppression of informa­ 
tion does not succeed. It can only lead to rumor and 
guessing. 


During certain period* of the Roosevelt Adminis­ 
tration. It was easier to get accurate information 
ronceruing the Administration from London than in 
Washington. 


It may be recalled that we were told that nothing 
of a secret nature was concluded at the Potsdam Con­ 
ference. Also, it may be recalled that the reason World 
War II started was that Germany and Russia invaded 
Poland. At thy1 conversation between Stalin and Harry 
Hopkins on May 27, 1945. the Top Secret document to 
our government stated- 
“ It is therefore in Russia’s vital interest that 
Poland should be both strong and friendly. He (Stalin) 
said there was no intention on the part of the Soviet 
Union to interfere in Poland's internal affairs, that 
poland would live under the parliamentary system 
which is like Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Holland and 
that any talk of an intention to Sovietize Poland was 
stupid . . . . The Soviet system was not exportable— 
It must develop from within on the basis of a set of 
conditions which were not present in Poland. He said 
all the Soviet Union wanted was that Poland should 
jHpot be in a position to onen the gates to Germany and 
order to prevent this Poland must be strong and 
democratic.” 


We know today from the course of events that 
Stalin was lying. We know that even at that time, 
Stalin was organizing to make Poland a satellite 
and that Marshal Rokossovsky was delegated to 
take control of Poland. 


Admiral Zacharias. one of the greatest intelligence 
officers we have ever had, reported: 
“Here again we failed to recognize a major engage­ 
ment in the cold war, for the Rokossovsky appointment 
was the first step in a premeditated move to deploy 
the Soviet forces for the showdown. 
The strange 
assignment of a Russian marshal to command a 
nominally alien army was, indeed, by far the most 
important show of Stalin’s hand.” 
Reporters at the time evaluated what they could 
learn of this differently, but it is preferable to have 
differing reports than none at all.

WASHINGTON - In the great 
game of political pressure, lob­ 
byists are expected to confine 
their activities to the Capitol cor­ 
ridors and cocktail lounges. But 
the shipping interests have man­ 
aged to put a lobbyist on a key 
Senate committee where he is 
now drafting the legislation he 
was formerly paid to peddle. 
This dexterous young man is 
Donald D Webster, who has the 
clean-cut, clo:«-cropped look of 
an Ivy Leaguer. 
Back rn 1958, he passed the hat 
among 23 big steamship compan­ 
ies and collected $58,487 40 to set 
up a Washington lobby. Its pur­ 
pose: to perpetuate the dual-rate 
system under which the steam­ 
ship 
companies fix 
rates 
and 
grant discounts to faithful ship­ 
pers 
The shipping men were spurred 
into action by a 1938 Supreme 
Court decision which struck a 
blow at dual-rate practices. Con­ 
gress passed a quick, temporary 
measure to permit the industry 
to continue its old ways until new 
legislation could he worked out.

New Balanced Defense Theory Will Be Costly 


WASHINGTON 
American defense spending will 
almost certainly 
remain, 
here­ 
after, at the level of about $46,- 
000,000.000 
to 
$47,000,000,000 
a 
year This level has been reach­ 
ed. this year, because of the 
emergency appropriation requests 
caused by the Berlin crisis; and it 
is also beginning to be regarded 
as the right and useful permanent 
level 
In itself, this is a fact of much 
importance 
Another five to six 
billion a year of defense money, 
annually injected into the economy 
will have ail sorts of significant 
impacts Yet the background fact, 
which explains the expectation of 
permanently 
increased 
defense 
spending, is really very much 
more important. 
More defense spending is need­ 
ed, in plain truth, because Secre­ 
tary of Defense McNamara has 
been quietly junking the dominant 
strategic concepts of the Eisen­ 
hower era The “new look" theory, 
adopted in 1953 to justify a re­ 
duced defense budget, has been 
tossed in the discard in favor 
of a new theory of balanced de­ 
fense 
v 
The “new look” theory was car­ 
ried to its logical limit when the 
late John Foster Dulles proclaim­ 
ed his doctrine of “massive 'un­ 
clear' retaliation.” It downgrad­ 
ed the conventional weapons 
It 
made the nuclear weapons, not 
just the weapons of last resort. 
1>yt 
the 
orthodox 
weapons 
of 
modem warfare. As formulated in 
a series of National Security Coun­ 
cil directives of the Eisenhower 
era. the theory called for use of 
nuclear weapons in any conflict 
more serious than a local police 
action. 
This theory has not been junk­ 
ed by Secretary McNamara be­ 
cause he is an eager spender of 
public funds. He is the very op-

posite. probably to a degree that 
is dangerous in a .Secretary of De­ 
fense The “new look" theory has, 
in fact been abandoned for the 
more 
costly 
balanced 
defense 
theory, solely because it was con­ 
sidered to be hopelessly unwork­ 
able. 
It had left the United States 
with quite inadequate means to 
fight anything but a nuclear war. 
But a nation with globe-encircling 
interests and commitments cannot 
afford this posture A small, whol­ 
ly self-contained nation might per­ 
haps say. “If anyone puts a foot 
across our borders, we ll drop a 
thermonuclear bomb cm him." But 
you cannot say, “We'll drop ther­ 
monuclear bombs if Communist 
guerrillas are sent into South Viet­ 
nam " 
This enormous flaw in the "new 


look” theory was proven in the 
last Eisenhower years, when Com­ 
munist 
guerrillas 
were 
indeed 
sent, both into Laos and South 
Vietnam. A conventional response 
—the dispatch of American ground 
troops to Laos — was very ser­ 
iously considered 
by President 
Eisenhower. It is probably going 
to prove tragically unfortunate 
that this Eisenhower plan was 
not carried out by President Ken­ 
nedy. 
But 
neither President 
Eisen­ 
hower, nor his Secretary of De­ 
fense. nor anyone else in his Ad­ 
ministration, ever gave the re­ 
motest consideration to defending 
Southeast Asia in the manner cal­ 
led for by the “new look” theory 
— with 
thermonuclear 
bombs.

But the newly adopted theory of 
a balanced defense is not just in­ 
tended to cover this sort of situa­ 
tion. It is more ambitious than 
that. It is intended to provide the 
means for a rational, measured 
response to any kind of challenge, 
all the way from a local guerrilla 
probe to a Soviet thermonuclear 
strike. 
The best proof that the balanced 
defense theory does not down­ 
grade or neglect 
the ultimate 
weapons is to be found in the im­ 
mense amount of attention paid 
to these weapons by the Mc­ 
Namara team. More money is 
being put into the weapons them­ 
selves. More money is also being 
put into control systems, hardened 
sites, and other devices to increase 
the range of possible responses. 
For even if ultimate weapons have 
to be used, there are other things 
to do besides using all of them at 
once, 
in 
a 
single 
destructive 
burst. 
But of course it costs money to 
abandon the idea that any war 
this country fights will consist of 
a 
single, 
terrible 
destructive 
burst. It is remarkably economical 
to base defense planning on the 
unspoken assumption that if war 
comes, the outcome will be known 
within eight or ten hours. The 
other approach demands expendi­ 
ture on more divisions, and more 
tactical aircraft to support them, 
and more transport aircraft to 
provide mobility and many other 
costly things. 
All the same, five to six billion 
dollars per annum, or about I per 
cent of the national product, is 
not a large additional sum to pay, 
in order to purchase a wordage 
national defense.

The salt requirements in torrid 
weather are influenced by our 
adjusting mechanism. Most of us 
get along with normal amounts 
unless we are working hard and 
perspiring profusely. The need 
for salt lessens as the person

Perspiration is loaded with salt 
during the first sizzling days but 
the amount lessens as we become 
accustomed to the heat.

Some methods of cooling off 
are not as practical as we have 
been led to believe. A cool show­ 
er or bath, for example, cleans 
and refreshes temporarily. But 
cold contracts the skin capillaries 
and produces a bloodless layer of 
insulation on the surface.

Impressed by disclosures that the 
big ocean freighters had been 
flagrantly violating the maritime 
laws, the committee passed a 
tough measure that would police 
the industry and take away past 
privileges. 
Changes His Hat 
While this legislation was in 
the works on the House side, 
Webster quietly dropped his role 
as lobbyist and turned up as 
chief counsel of the Senate Mer­ 
chant Marine Subcommittee. 
He is now paid by the taxpay­ 
ers to help draft the very legis­ 
lation he used to he paid by the 
steamship companies to promote. 
It is a happy assignment for 
the ex-shipping lobbyist, who met 
with lawyers for the steamship 
interests only a few days ago to 
work out a substitute for the 
tough House bill. 
Subcommittee Chairman Clair 
Engle of California, who gets his 
advice on 
such 
matters 
from 
Webster, invited the steamship 
companies 
to 
submit 
“s o m e 
language w’lth which ship operat­ 
ors. the shippers, and our foreign 
competitors can live.” 
This amounted to an invitation 
to the shipping men to draft the 
law under which they would be 
regulated. 
Both 
American 
and 
foreign lines, which work togeth­ 
er to fix rates, obligingly sent 
their attorneys to consult with 
Webster. 
Out of this skull session, need­ 
less to say. came a proposed bill 
that would wipe out the House 
reforms. It would also modify a 
$1.000-a-day penalty clause, that 
has been in the law since 1916, 
for certain maritime violations. 
This little item could make a 
difference of many million dol­ 
lars for the taxpayers. For sev­ 
eral of the big shop operators 
now face a grand jury investiga­ 
tion which could subject them to 
the $l,000-a-day fine for violations 
dating back several years. 
The shipping companies’ happy 
helper. Don Webster, also arrang­ 
ed 
Senate 
hearings 
which 
he 
tried to stack in favor of ihe in­ 
dustry's soft-boiled proposals. 
W ho Killed ‘D e a d H o rse ? 
He went through the motions 
of inviting opponents to testify 
hut warned them not to bother to 
discuss the House reforms. 
“The House bill 
is a 
dead 
horse.” he repeated in at least 
two telephone calls. 
One who was called, J. Richard 
Townsend, attorney for the Paci­ 
fic Coast Coffee Association, pro­ 
tested indignantly in a letter to 
key Congressmen: 
"In the course of my conversa­ 
tion with Mr. Webster, he stated 
that 
any 
recommendations 
for 
strong regulation in the dual-rate 


bill are not being favorably con­ 
sidered by the Senate committee. 
. . . We hope that if the Senate 
adopts any such bill as outlined 
by Mr. Webster, the House will 
not agree to it.” 
How did a shipping lobbyist, 
who also happens to be a Repub­ 
lican. become chief counsel for 
the Democratic-dominated Senate 
subcommittee 
that 
passes 
on 
shipping legislation*’ 
He was recommended to the 
subcommittee by George Killion, 
a Democratic power in Califor­ 
nia. who has raised campaign 
funds for Senator Engle. Killion 
also happens to be president of 
the 
American 
President 
Lines 
which 
contributed 
$4,111.29 
to 
Webster’s former lobbying opera­ 
tion and once hired him as a full­ 
time Washington representative. 
Webster is also a political pro­ 
tege of Sen. John Marshall But­ 
ler, 
Maryland Republican, who 
first brought him to Capitol Hill 
as an aide. The bright-eyed But­ 
ler, who has the expression of a 
startled Robin, represents the Re­ 
publican minority on the Mer­ 
chant Marine Subcommittee.
